MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

There  were  776  attendances  at  the  centre.  This  is  an  average 
of  65  per  session. 

Two  distriot  nurses  employed  by  the  Knutsford  Nursing  Association 
do  the  Health  Visiting  and  the  Council  pay  the  Association  for  their  services. 

Total  visits  paid  during  the  year  by  the  Health  Visitors  are  as

ANTE-NATAL  SCHEME. 

Apart  from  the  visits  by  the  Health  Visitor  to  expectant  mothers, 
there  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  mothers  who  are  medically 
examined  under  the  scheme  and  at  least  half  now  avail  themselves  of  these 
facilities. 

Thirty  eight  expectant  mothers  were  ante -nat ally  examined  during 
the  year  under  arrangements  made  by  the  Council  with  private  medical 
practitioners. 


SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA., 


WATER. 


The  district  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Knutsford  Light  & 

Water  Company  who  buy  from  Manchester  Corporation.  The  water  is  soft 

with  low  salinity  and  is  of  exceptionally  high  degree  of  organic  purity. 

An  extension  of  the  water  mains  was  effected  during  the  year  to  supply 
water  to  two  new  Housing  Schemes  at  Thorney holme  and  '/Test field  Drive. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  SCAVENGING. 

All  ashbins  are  emptied  and  eleansed  fortnightly,  a -certain  number 
being  emptied  weekly,  whilst  bins  at  the  hot  els  and  large  shops  are  emptied 
twice  weekly. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  no  licenced  camping  sites  in  the  district  and  the  number 
of  gypsies  camping  on  road  sides  has  reduoed  to  practically  nil. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  &  P00IS. 


There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  in  the  town.

THE  ERADICATION  OF  HEP  BUGS. 

During  the  general  inspection  of  the  district  one  house  was  found 
to  be  infested  with  bugs.  This  house  was  treated  with  insecticide  and 

effectively  cleared.  The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council^  workmen  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,

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DRAINAGE  AND  SE.m&E. 

All  the  sewerage  from  the  Urban.  District  is  carried  "by  gravitating 
sewers  to  the  Disposal  Works  on  the  North  East  boundary  of  the  town,  where 
the  treatment  has  been  carried  out  quite  satisfactorily  during  the  past 
year.  A  new  sewer  has  been  laid  to  receive  the  sewage  from  the  new 

Thorneyholrae  Housing  Estate  and  will  provide  drainage  facilities  for  some 
126  proposed  houses  on  this  Estate.  The  sowers  for  the  Westfield  Drive 

Estate  were  laid  as  the  houses  were  built. 

SCHOOLS, 


The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  at  the  schools  are  above 
suspicion  as  to  the  cause  of  infectious  disease.  The  lavatory  accommodation 
and  closets  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  all 
elementary  schools  are  disinfected  during  the  summer  holidays. 

The  resurfacing  of  the  Egerton  school  playground  was  carried  out 
by  the  Surveyor's  Department  during  the  year,  and  the  cost  of  same  recovered 
from  Tatton  Estate.  It  is  hoped  to  carry  out  further  playground 

improvements  in  a  similar  manner  at  an  early  date. 

SECTION  D  -  HOUSING. 


The  construction  of  new  houses  got  well  into  stride  during  the 
year,  and  40  houses  of  the  Westfield  Drive  Scheme  of  48  houses  have  been 
completed  and  occupied,  with  the  remaining  8  houses  in  an  advanced  state. 

The  Council’s  new:  Estate  at  Thorneyholrae  has  been  effectively  laid  out  and. 
the  planning  of  the  first  76  houses  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  Three  contractors  were  engaged  on  houafc  building  on  thiB  site 

during  the  year,  and  at  the  end  of  December  10  houses  had  been  comp leted 
and  occupied  whilst  a  further  40  were  in  course  of  erection. 

Private  licences  have  been  issued  allowing  the  erection  of  23 
houses,  and  during  the  year  18  have  been  completed  whilst  a  further  5  were 
in  course  cf  erection. 

In  addition  to  these  additional  houses,  three  existing  houses 
have  been  converted  into  seven  seperate  occupations,  and  the  outbuildings 
to  two  large  houses  have  been  adapted  as  cottages. 

Talcing  all  tilings  into  account  the  Council  has  done  a  good  job 
of  work  in  connection  with  housing,  and  they  are  hoping  to  have  more 
houses  in  oourse  of  erection  during  1948,  as  the  waiting  list  of  would-be 
tenants  is  over  300  applicants. 

The  usual  routine  inspection  of  privately  owned  houses  was  carried 
out,  and  many  defects  were  discovered  which  were  all  remedied  as  a  result 
of  informal  action  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Generally  speaking  the  housing  conditions  in  the  town  are 
satisfactory,  with  only  a  small  number  of  sub-standard  houses  of  which  the 
Council  are  fully  aware. 


SECTION  -  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

During  the  year  the  farms  and  dairies  have  been  visited  at  various 
times,  and  continue  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  sampling  of  the  milk  is  undertaken  by  the  Weights  &  Measures 
Department  of  the  County  Council,  but  no  cases  of  adulterations  were 
reported  during  the  year. 

VETERINARY  INSPECTION  OF  GATT  EE. 

The  veterinary  inspection  of  cattle  is  not  now  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council.  Seperate  statistics  are  not  kept  for  the  various 

districts  regarding  milk  samples  for  bacterial  content  and  tubercle  bacilli 
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but  the  County  Medical  Officer  confirms  that  samples  of  milk  have  been 
examined  from. each  farm  holding  an  accredited  licence. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

All  the  slaughter  houses  in  the  area  are  closed  and  no 
animals  have  been  slaughtered  in  the  area  during  the  year.  The  various 

butchers  in  the  town  receive  their  supplies  from  the  allocation  depot  at 
Altrincham. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  14  bakehouses  in  use  in  the  district.  These  promises 
have  been  inspected  periodically  during  the  year,  and  notices  requesting  the 
occupiers  to  Hmewash  the  walls  have  been  served  at  stated  periods,  and  as 
occasion  has  required.  The  premises  have  been  kept  clean  generally,  and 
have  been  limewashed  in  accordance  with  the  regulations. 

SECTION  F.  -  INPECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  gone  ahead  during  the  year 
and  the  total  number  of  children  under  15  years  of  age  which  have  received 
immunisation  now  amounts  to  771  out  of  an  estimated  total  of  1315* 

Only  one  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  during  the  year. 
SANITARY  STAFF. 

This  is  unchanged,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr. Butler, 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  for  his  excellent  work  throughout  the 
year,  also  for  his  assistance  in  compiling  this  report.  -  My  thanks  are  also 
recorded  for  the  courtesy  and  help  of  Mrs.  A.  Johnson,  the  Clerk-Typist  In 
the  Health  Department.
